oe ALLY AMERICAN are the hun 
dreds of old, deserted looking barns 
leaning philosophically against the sun 


ind wind, dotting the countryside the 


length and breadth of the land. Like grey 
shells stranded by the tides of time and 
men they house ghostly dreams and de 
sires of other days. Typically American 


too, is the fact that many of these ancient 
so deserted as they seem 
nor do they house merely memories 
Many of these old barns camouflage liv 
ing dreams 

A case in point is the Wilson barn on 
Eight Rod Road at Augusta, Maine. This 
weather-beaten, sway-back structure long 
ago gave up the expected duties of a barn 
No hay warms its upper loft, no cows 
low in the stable, no hens peck at grain 
on the floor; instead, the sound of sawing 
shakes the timbers, the pungent odor of 
pitch fills the barn and when the wind 
slips through a hundred knotholes and 
cracks it whips through a rigging. For a 
salt water dream is in the building in 
this old barn. No small venture this, such 
as a rowboat or a motorboat or even a 
cruiser, but a real, spanking deep water 
beauty, a thirty-footer Tahiti ketch. Thirty 
feet and ten tons of dream and deed built 
by hand, and with the nearest salt water 
over sixty miles away. It's quite a story 
for a barn even in Maine wher 
barn has a character and history all its

The man behind the story is Gerald 
Lloyd Wilson, a forty-six year old down 
east carpenter, who looks somewhat like 
a husky edition of Errol Flynn, with an 
engaging grin and sparkling salty blue 
eyes. Wilson is quite a story in himself 
Born in the Annapolis Valley of Nova 
Scotia he lived through the ill-famed 
Halifax explosion of De ember 6, 1917 
Ten years old at the time he remembers 
clearly the devastating blow-up that 
levelled the northern end of Halifax and 
he bears a small scar on his cheek as a 
memento of the terrible munition ship 
blast. Gerald Wilson has the look of the 
sea and a love of the sea, but oddly 
enough has never been a sailor. His 
father and his grandfather before him 
were farmers. A maternal great-grand 
father was a Captain who sailed from 
England to Canada, eventually to semi 
retire from the sea and conduct a ships 
rigging business in Nova Scotia 

Gerald Wilson first felt the pull of the 
tide when, as a young man, he helped 
his older brother, Karl, build flat bottom 
row boats. He spent hours poring over 
brother Karl's boatbuilding books and 
eventually decided to build a boat of his 
Wilson worked himself up to mo 
and built two twenty-five foot 
cruisers. In 1938 he took the 


own 
torboats 
raised deck 
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first step toward the completion of a 
dream that had begun years earlier, a 
dream of deep water, salt spray and a 
stiff breeze whipping ve white sails 

Bit by bit, as time and money were 
available, he assembled the materials 
The keel (a ton and a half) is made of 
cast iron and was cast at Portland, 
Maine, in a foundry that built one of the 
first railroad steam engines. White oak 
framing came from the banks of the Ken 
nebec river in Maine, inch and a quarter 
pine from Georgia and Florida, mahog 
any trimming from the Philippines, the 
masts and spars are made of western fir 
and the sails are a New England product 
The approximate cost, to date, is four 
thousand dollars. When Wilson began 
building six years ago it was estimated 
that the ketch could be built for a little 
over three thousand dollars 

Although Gerald Wilson has assem 
bled a basic workshop in a shed off the 
barn most of the work has been actual 
hand and muscle labor. He works nights 
and weekends, whenever he has a spare 
moment and whenever he feels in the 
mood, for this is a labor of love. He 
alculates that at its completion he will 
have put some three or four thousand 
hours, maybe more, into the construction 
But time means nothing for as Gerald 
Wilson says, “I've gotten a great deal of 
pleasure out of this boat. Sometimes I 
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work most of an evening and then I sit 
down for a half hour or an and 
look over what I've done and dream of 
the trips I may take.’ It’s the old familia: 
dream. If he had the backing he'd like t 
take a trip around the world. Barring 
that, he hopes to take a run down the coast 
to Florida some winter or perhaps a tri 
to the Seven Islands around Labrador. Ti 
see how she handles he plans a shake 

cruise to Halifax, then he'll know 
what to take care of and mprove on for 
the next trip 

Mr. Wilson’s wife, Irene, has 
ed what she feels is an appropriate 
for the ketch, a name to make many a 
Yankee skipper sj grave 
“Rebel”. Gerald says, “I that's 
what we'll call her.

Here is but one little known incident in 
the life of one of the most legendary 
all time—-the husky, dominant 
leader of Rogers Rangers, a corps of 
hard-bitten, lusty precision killers, formed 
during the French and Indian War not 
only for the purpose of terrorizing the 
supreme terrorists of all, the French and 
Indians of the north, but to keep them 
from the New England and New York 
frontiers 

Rogers did his job well 

How well is evident in equally dra 

stories being suadehiad today in 

the Lake George area of New York State, 
where this noted New Hampshire parti 
san not only built his early reputation but 
dreamed of his St. Francis raid of a 
later year 

For the first time, untold thousands of 
tourists and students of the past are 
learning in amazing fashion how one 
New England man, leading a handful of 
others, of mostly New Hampshire stock, 
held back the northern hordes while 
operating from a base in New York 
State 

They are seeing history become alive 

After 200 years, Fort William Henry 
at Lake George, the birthplace of the 
Rangers as a distinct corps, is being re 
constructed. Its rebuilding from authentic 
records found in American and Canadian 
archives makes it one of the most dra

Memories swirl about you, tangible 
things as you look about the area 
Rogers actually began writing his his 
tory in blood from this very 
His arrival here was not an auspicious 
one. Only months before he had been 
arrested on counterfeiting charges, was 
placed under heavy bond and was sched 
uled for trial at Portsmouth. He escaped 
punishment when he was admitted as 
King’s evidence—and when he gave val- 
uable assistance in recruiting manpower 
for a regiment being formed by Gov 
Wentworth of New Hampshire, but it 


spor 
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was a close shave, this brush with the 
noose, and it forever ground into the dust 
iny desire of Rogers for a “fast dollar.” 
Thus upon his arrival in New York State 
where the stage was being set for his 
rise to fame, he was a man in 
his early 20's who not only had lost a 
reputation but was faced with the difficult 
task of building on 

In a brief period from 1755 on, he did 
1 magnificent job indeed! 

He arrived from his disgrace with only 
under him, part of the New 
Hampshire Provincial Regiment. Al 
though called “Rogers Rangers,” they 
were merely volunteers for one single 
campaign, the one materializing against 
French-held Crown Point, 43 miles to 
the north, on Lake Champlain. John 
Stark, a close friend of New Hampshire 
hunting days in the Goffstown and Mer 
rimack River area, was his lieutenant, 
Abraham Perry his ensign and Hugh 
Sterling his clerk. Later, when his corps 
became a distinct unit, his brother Rich 
ard joined and fought as a lieutenant 

The emergency of the times helped 
Rogers. The Crown Point campaign 
fizzled dismally. The French moved their 
southern frontier from Crown Point ten 
miles southward where they

Tom Thumb in no way approximated 
his wife in intellect or personality, he had 


been taken by P. T. Barnum at the age 
of five years and had never known a nor 
mal home life nor had he received any 
education, whereas Lavinia had grown up 
in a good family background and had 
received an unusually good education for 
that day. Upon graduation from Middle 
Academy she had taught school 
there and such was her dignity and force 
that although every child in her classes 
was taller than she, she had no difficulties 
maintaining discipline. Lavinia’s dignity 
was a great part of her charm; although 
she was a little person in a Brobdignagian 
world, and because of her size this world 
pampered and petted her, she always be 
have as though she were of full stature. 
The contrast of adult behavior in a minia 
ture body heightened the touch of faery 
and goes far to explain the feting she 
received here and abroad 

When Lavinia was twenty years of age 
and teaching at Middleboro, a cousin who 
had a floating museum on the Mississippi 
came to visit and by holding forth visions 
of travel here a in Europe, overcam«

spent a year on his showboat. P. T. Bar 
num heard of Lavinia Warren (the stage 
name she took) in 1862; by this tim 
Tom Thumb was in semi-retirement and 
living in Bridgeport, Connecticut which 
was also Barnum's home. Barnum’s cur 
rent attraction, Commodore Nutt, son of 
Major Rodnia Nutt of Manchester, New 
Hampshire, had not drawn the audiences 
that Tom Thumb had drawn and Barnum 
was eager to sign up Miss Warren who 
was both pretty and intelligent. After a 
year with the showboat, in order to 
launch a career which would eventually 
carry her to Europe, she had established 
herself at the St. Nicholas Hotel wher 
she received private audiences. Barnum 
tried unsuccessfully to put her under con 
tract, but let the New York Tribune of 
that day report: 

Barnum Rebuffed. Little Lavinia 
Warren, who has been for several 
days past holding levees at the St 
Nicholas Hotel, has received from 
Barnum an offer of one thousand 
dollars per week to exhibit in the 
Museum. The little lady—certainly 
an astonishing speciman of minut 
humanity—declines the offer in the 


following piquant epistle 
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St. Nicholas Hotel 
December 26, 1862 
P. T. Barnum, Esq., 
Dear Sir: 

In reply to your note of this 
morning, I beg to say that, in con- 
sequence of Messrs. Ball and Black 
not being able to complete all the 
jewels that I ordered so soon as 
they expected, my —— for 
London will be delayed a week or 
two.

Barnum vs. Queen Victoria. The 
Showman Victorious. The inde 
fatigable Barnum, who in vain 
offered the miniature lady, Miss 
Lavinia Warren, a thousand dollars 
per week for public exhibition, it 
seems was determined not to give it 
up so. The little lady arrived at the 
Parker House Monday night. Bar 
num arrived at the Winthrop House 
Tuesday morning. It now appears 
that the showman came by the way 
of Middleboro, where he found the 
parents of Miss Warren, and in- 
duced them to accompany him to 
Boston. Having probably plied 
them with golden arguments, he 
called a family council yesterday 
(the little Queen, of course, pre- 
siding) and after a lengthy debate, 
which was resumed in the evening, 
the petite aspirant for the honors of 
foreign courts yielded, and forth- 
with a treaty was drawn and signed 
by the high contracting parties, by 
which it was stipulated that the 
sovereigns of America (the sov 
ereign people) shall be permitted 
to attend public levees of their citi 
zen queen, at such times and places, 
for the space of three or four 
weeks, as Mr. Barnum shall pro- 
vide. At the conclusion of this 
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engagement little Miss Warren will 
start for the Courts of Europe with 
a few extra thousand in her pocket 
Barnum will, doubtless, exhibit her 
with Comm. Nutt, and it will in 
deed be a sight to behold a fully 
developed lady and gentleman 
whose united weight is less than 
fifty pounds. 

At this time General Tom Thumb was 
living in Bridgeport, Connecticut in the 
large house he had built for himself and 
his parents, employing his time with his 
ponies and yacht. One day he visited 
New York and dropped into the Museum 
to see Barnum where he was introduced 
to Lavinia Warren. Immediately upon 
leaving her he rushed into Barnum’'s 
office, and trembling with excitement 
piped: “Mr. Barnum, that is the most 
charming little lady I ever saw, and | 
believe she was created on purpose to be 
my wife!” Barnum refused to comment 
Tom Thumb continued, ‘Now, Mr. Bar 
num, you have always been a friend of 
mine, and I want you to say a good word 
for me to her. I've got plenty of money, 
and I want to marry and settle down. | 
really feel as though I must marry that 
young lady! I hope you will favor my 
suit to her?” Barnum replied: “Well, 
General, I will not oppose you in your 
suit but you must do your own courting 
But I tell you, Commodore Nutt will be 
jealous of you, and, more than that, Miss 
Warren is nobody's fool. You will have 
to be careful if you want to succeed.” 

Tom abandoned his yacht and ponies 
and settled in his sister's house in New 
York, visiting the Museum every day to 
call on Miss Lavinia. Commodore Nutt 
grew very jealous and resented Tom's 
daily intrusions. One day when they were 
alone in the dressing rooms he could con 
tain his fury no longer, and out shot the 
Commodore's little fist, knocking Tom 
Thumb flat to the floor—little Nutt was 
wiry and alert while Thumb, eight years 
older, had grown slow and portly, but 
although the Commodore had all the 
oe advantages, in their suits of Miss 

arren the General held the advantages 


of wealth and leisure, perry and worldli 


ness; Miss Warren had told Barnum she 
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considered Nutt a mere boy. Plotting his 
suit carefully, Tom Thumb waited for 
what he felt was appropriate time and 
then asked Mr. Barnum to invite Lavinia 
to Barnum’s house in Bridgeport for a 
weekend. When Nutt heard of th« pro 
posed trip he insisted Barnum invite him 
but before Nutt could arrive by train after 
the evening performance in New York 
Tom Thumb had laid the ground well for 
the success of his own surt—he met Miss 
Warren at the train in his best carriag: 

his coachman dressed with a broad ribbon 
on his hat and a new silver buckle. Hi 
took Lavinia for a drive, showing her 
first his own impressive house with its 
suite of midget sized rooms filled with 
exquisite little furniture—ittle carved 
sofas and chairs made in France, the 
beautiful mahogany canopy bed given 
him by Queen Victoria, curio cabinets 
filled with diamond studded bibelots 
from every crowned head in Europe, even 
a library with small books especially 
printed and bound and a miniature pool 
table. (Years later, in 1921, all this beau 
tiful little furniture was sold for thr 

hundred dollars. What a charming mu 
seum it would make today in the town of 
Middleboro.) In their drive around 
Bridgeport, Tom Thumb did not fail to 
point out his many real estate holdings 
his yacht, his large stables and carriages 
After dinner that evening, to which Tom 
Thumb brought his mother to me 

Lavinia, he and Miss Warren played 
backgammon. He had already told Bar 
num he intended to propose that evening 
before the Commodore arrived. At ning 
o'clock Barnum yawned and said he 
would like to retire but that someon 
must remain up to welcome the Commo 
dore. Tom volunteered if Miss Warren 
would remain to ke« p him company. For 
an account of the proposal we are in 
debted to Barnum’s small daughters who 
eavesdropped from the stair landing 
First, the General showed Miss Warren 
several insurance policies and mortgages 
he held, proving to her what a smart 
little business man he was and how ex 
tensive his holdings. His point made, he 
then said, ‘So you are going to Eu 
rope Lavinia answered, “Yes, I will

I thought no more of LaBourgogne
